RECENT STORMS FEARED 
TO HAVE DAMAGED 
FISHING PROSPECTS 


LOS ANGELES, — Dr. E. C. Moore, 
president of the Fish and Game com- 
mission, at a conference with Commis- 
sioner Zellerbach and the executive 
officer of the Fish and Game commis- 
sion held in Los Angeles recently stat- 
ed: 

“It is felt that the sportsmen of the 
state should be fully informed as to the 
serious effects of the recent series of 
storms on the freshwater game fish 
of California. Practically all 
in the state have reached higher stages 
than have been observed for many 
vears and in some instances have been 
subjected to torrential flows that have 
seriously the streams them- 
selves. This erosion of the stream beds 
during the storm of December was 
most harmful to the fall spawning spe- 
cies such as the King salmon and the 
Loch Leven and Eastern Brook trout. 


streams

In some instances nests have been 
dug out and in others buried under 
many feet of gravel. 


“The steelhead runs which have been 
very good this year were, however, aid- 
ed in reaching the spawning grounds 
by high and muddy water which made 
fishing very difficult. Reports on the 
north coast streams between San Fran- 
cisco and Eureka indicate that a larger 
number of fish are in the upper reach- 
es of the streams than have been seen 
for several years. The success of the 
spawning of these fish is also depend- 
ent upon water conditions after the 
eggs are deposited. 

“The effects of the recent storms on 
our fishes will be felt for some years to 
come and it will call for the combined 
efforts of both the sportsmen and the 
division of fish and game to replace the 
losses that have occurred this year.”
